Atameeting of the legal voters of the Town of Milford, held in the 
Town Hall in said Milford on Monday, October 2, 1905, at 6 o’clock in the 
forenoon of said day, for the purpose of considering certain proposed. amend- 
ments to the Constitution of this State and signifying by ballot their approval 
or disapproval of the same. Pursuant to warning duly given, the ballots for 
and against said proposed amendments were counted with the following results. 

Constitutional Amendment No. 1, concerning the election of Sele¢étmen 
and such Officers of local police as the laws may prescribe: 


The whole number of ballots cast 104

Number of ballots against ...... 47 
Constitutional Amendment No. 2, concerning the use of voting machines: 
The whole number of ballots cast 131 
Number of ballots in favor....... 88 
Number of ballots against....... 43

ADJOURNED ANNUAL TOWN MEETING. 


Pursuant to adjournment the legal voters of the town assembled in the 
Town Hall on Monday evening, October g, 1905, at 7:30 o’clock, for the com- 
pletion of the unfinished business, 
CHARLES A. TOMLINSON, CHAIRMAN. 
ROGER S. BALDWIN, CLERK PRO TEMPORE, 


Voted, That the Seleétmen are hereby authorized to draw their order on 
the Town Treasurer for the sum of two hundred and fifty ($250) dollars in favor 
of the Treasurer of the Taylor Library, for the purpose of replacing books that 
are worn out. 


Voted, That the Treasurer’s Report be accepted to the foot of page 72 in 
the Town Report. 


Voted, That the order for five thousand ($5,000) dollars drawn by the 
Selectmen in favor of the Special School Building Fund be added tothe fifteen 
thousand ($15,086.91) eighty-six dollars and ninety-one cents, reported in the 
Treasurer’s Account, so that the amount of said fund shall read twenty thous- 
and ($20,086.91) eighty-six dollars and ninety-one cents. 


Voted, That the Treasurer’s Report, as amended, be accepted. 


Voted, ‘That the Tax Collector’s Report be accepted and ordered on 
record, 


Voted, That the care of the highways, bridges, railings, drains, walks 
and sewers for the ensuing year be left in the hands of the Selectmen. 


Voted, That the sum of six thousand ($6,000) dollars be appropriated for 
the care of the highways, bridges and sluices for the ensuing year. 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to cut the brush on the high- 
ways, as per statute. 


Voted, That the sum of three thousand ($3,000) dollars be and the same 
is hereby appropriated from the taxes payable June 1, 1906, said sum to be add- 
ed to the Special School Building Fund. 


s 
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Voted, That the sum of two hundred and fifty ($250) dollars be appropri- 
ated for the care of the Milford Cemetery for the ensuing year; and that the 
care of the Milford Cemetery be left in the hands of the Milford Cemetery As- 
sociation with the power to appoint a sexton for the same. 


Voted, ‘That the Seleétmen are hereby authorized and dire&ted to draw 
their order in favor of Charlotte A. Nettleton for the sum of three hundred 
($300) dollars to pay for a right of way from Prospe& street into the Milford 
Cemetery for cemetery purposes, over the land of said Charlotte A. Nettleton; 
said right of way to be not less than twenty-five (25) feet in width. 


Voted, ‘That the sum of five thousand ($5,000) dollars be appropriated 
for street lighting for the ensuing year, and that the entire matter be left with 
the Selectmen to arrange to the best advantage. 


Voted, That a sum not to exceed five hundred ($500) dollars be appropri- 
ated for the straightening and widening of the highway at Walnut Beach, 
known as Broadway, according to the map and survey made by direction of the 


Sele&tmen. 


Voted, That the Selectmen be instructed to furnish five hundred (500) 
feet fire hose and a carriage to carry the same for use at Walnut Beach and 
Meadows End. 


Voted, That no person shall take or carry away in any one calendar day 
more than two bushels of oysters from that part of Indian River known as Gulf 
Pond, nor from the Wepowage River, and no oysters shall be taken from the 
Gulf Pond nor from the Wepowage River between the first day of May and the 
first day of October. Any person convicted of violating this by-law may be 
fined not to exceed ten ($10) dollars. 


Voted, That this by-law shall take effect from the first day of December 
next, and that the Selectmen shall cause to be published a notice of the vote, 
according to Section 1916, Chapter 121 of the General Statutes, Revision of 
1902, and also shall post notices at the Gulf, according to their discretion 


Voted, That the Selectmen be appointed an Oyster Committee to see to 
the enforcement of this by-law. 


Voted, That the care of the public parks be left in charge of the Select- 
men, 


Voted, That the Tax Collector receive the sum of four hundred and fifty 
($450) dollars for his services for the ensuing year, the same to be paid to him 
pro rata as he collects and no final settlement to be made with him by the Se- 
lectmen until the sums in the rate book shall have been collected or the same 
shall have been-abated. 


Voted, That the Town Treasurer receive the sum of three hundred ($300) 
dollars as salary for services for the ensuing year. 
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Voted, Thatthe sum of nine hundred ($900) dollars-be paid the First Se- 
lectman and Town Agent and that the sum of two hundred ($200) dollars be: 
paid to each of the other Selectmen as salary for services to be rendered the. 
town for the ensuing year. G4 


Voted, That the sum of five hundred ($500) dollars be appropriated for 
concrete walks, to be expended within the limits of the town, under the direc- 
tion and control of the Selectmen, on the same conditions as heretofore. 


Voted, That the sum of fifty ($50) dollars be appropriated for the care of 
St. Mary’s Cemetery for the ensuing year; the same to be mowed at least four 
times. 


Voted, That the sum of seventy-five ($75) dollars be appropriated for Me- 
morial Day. 


Voted, That the Selectmen are hereby directed to keep the expenses of 
the town within its income, and that the appropriations be cut pro rata if it is 
necessary to do so. 


Voted, That the present Board of Assessors and the present Board of Re- 
lief be instructed to assess all taxable property at Ioo per cent. valuation, ac- 
cording to the State law and that said Board of Assessors and said Board of Re- 
lief be instructed to take the re-assessment of 1900 as the basis of valuation. 


Voted, That a tax of nine (9) mills on the dollar be and the same is 
hereby laid upon the Grand List of 1905, said tax to be due and payable June 1, 
1906. 


Voted, That the Collector of Taxes be and he hereby is ordered and di- 
rected to use all proper legal means to collect all taxes due the Town of Milford 
up to and including those due in the year 1903, and to use diligence in such col- 
lection and report to the next Annual Town Meeting. 


Voted, That the sum of three hundred ($300) dollars left to the Town of 
Milford by the late William E. Downes for the care of lot in Milford Cemetery 
be transferred to the Trustees of the Milford Cemetery Association as a trust 
fund under the following conditions: That the Town of Milford in the County 
of New Haven and the State of Connecticut, in consideration of the obligation 
hereafter assumed by the grantee, hereby gives and bequeaths to the Milford 
Cemetery Association, a corporation organized under a charter granted by the 
General Assembly of the State of Connecticut, and located in the Town of Mil- 
ford and County of New Haven, State of Connecticut, the sum of three hundred 
($300) dollars for its sole use forever, to have and to hold the same in trust, in 
. order to obtain an income therefrom, to invest the same from time to time in 
their discretion agreeable to the regulations and provisions of the charter of the 
said Milford Cemetery Association, and apply the income or interest thereof 
from time to time for the following purposes. 


First: To keep forever in good and suitable repair and preservation lot 
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now standing in the name of 
situated in said cemetery. 


Second: In case there is any surplus accruing from the aforesaid income, 
then all such excess or surplus may be employed and used by said Association 
from time to time, in the ornamentation, beautifying and preserving the grounds 
and monuments of said cemetery; or to any or all purposes to which by the act 
of incorporation the funds of said association may be lawfully applied. 

Third: The consideration of this gift and donation in the undertaking of 
said Milford Cemetery Association, acting under the ‘power conferted by its 
charter, to keep forever and in good and suitable condition and preservation, 
the lot mentioned in this conveyance, and it is further provided that said Asso- 
ciation and its officers, agents, shall never be responsible for their conduct in 
the premises except for good faith and such reasonable diligence as may be re- 
quired of mere gratuitous agents. 

Voted, That the petition of W. L. Barber and others,. praying for the 
macadamizing of Lafayette avenue and Rogers avenue, be left in the hands of 
the Selectmen. 

Voted, That the petition of Perry & Perry and others, praying for the 
macadamizing of Wharf street, be left in the hands of the Selectmen. 


Voted, To adjourn sine die.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, DEC. 22, 1905. 


The legal voters of the town assembled in the Town Hall on Friday eve- 
ning, December 22, 1905, at 7:30 o’clock, for the consideration of the matters 
mentioned in the call. The meeting was called to order by Selectman Elbert 
L. Ford, and on motion Mr. Omar W. Platt was chosen to act as chairman of 
the meeting. 


The warning for the meeting was read by the Clerk. 


The Special Committee, consisting of the First Selectman and Town 
School Committee, appointed to investigate the matter of site and plans fora 
new brick school building and estimates of cost, submitted a report which is 
as follows: 


Your Special Committee appointed at a Special Town Meeting held on 
the first day of February, 1905, to secure plans and estimates for a new cen- 
tral school building hereby report as follows: 


That the said committee met and organized by the election of Elbert L. 
Ford as chairman and David E. Smith as secretary. Mr. Smith having since 
ceased to be a member of the committee Mr. C. A. Tomlinson, who has serv- 
ed as Secretary of the Board of Education for many years,was chosen instead. 
Said Special Committee realizing the impossibility of providing plans and es- 
timates until some idea had been obtained as to a proper and desirable loca- 
tion of said building, appointed a sub-committee consisting of Mr.E.L. Ford, 
Mr. William B. Brotherton and Mr. George William Smith to take up and in- 
vestigate the subject of a proper site for a new central school building, ascer- 
tain prices and report to the main committee. 


Your Special Committee met on Monday evening the 18th day of De- 
cember, 1905, and heard the report of said sub-committee; said sub-committee 
repo:ted that they had ascertained that the Train property, opposite the pres- 
ent certral school, could be purchased for four thousand ($4,000) dollars and 
secured an option upon said property at that figure froi1 the agent of said 
premises, Mr. Richard R. Hepburn. Said Train property has a frontage of 
one hundred feet and a depth of 596 1-2 feet. Said sub-committee also re-

ported that the adjoining property on the south, formerly owned by Heze- 
kiah Beardsley, having a frontage of one hundred and thirty-five feet, more 
or less, and a depth of 457 feet, could be purchased for the sum of nine thou- 
sand and five hundred ($9,500) dollars. . The first asking figures for the prop- 
erty on the part of the owner being eleven thousand ($11,000) dollars and said 
property being assessed upon your tax list for five thousand ($5,000) dollars. 


» Said sub-committee reported that they had considered the matter faith- 
fully; had investigated various sites and prices connected with the same and 
- had reached the conclusion that the two pieces of property before mentioned 
to wit: the Train property and the Beardsley property, constitute the most 
available and desirable site, all things considered, for the location of the new 
Central School Building. ' 


Your Special Committee took this report of their sub-committee under 
consideration, discussed it in all its bearings and reached unanimously the 
following conclusions: 


First. That the two properties in question together constitute the best 
available site for a new central school building. 


Second. That the price named for the Train property was a reason- 
able price. 


Third. .-That the price named for the Beardsley property was more than 
said property is worth: which conclusion is concurred in by all members of 
the sub-committee. 


The committee recommend the perfecting of the option of the Train 
property; the obtaining of the Beardsley property at a reasonable figure: 
either by further azegotiation or by due process of law if necessary. 


Your committee recommend unanimously the following vote:

The foregoing report of the committee was accepted and ordered on 
record. 


After a full discussion of the matters contained in the foregoing report 
the following vote was passed: 


Voted, That the Special Committee consisting of the First Selectman 
and the Board of Education, appointed at a Special Town Meeting held Feb- 
ruary Ist, 1905, to secure plans and estimates for a new Central School Build- 
ing, be and they are hereby authorized to acquire for and in the name of the 
Town of Milford, asa site for a new Central School Building, the two pieces 
of real estate known as the Train property and Beardsley property, opposite 
the present school building; and they are hereby further authorized and di- 
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rected to pay for said Train real estate a sum not to exceed four thousand 
($4,000) dollars. y at 


And they are hereby further authorized and directed to purchase at a 
price deemed by said committee to be reasonable the property known as the 
Beardsley real estate, extending southerly from the Train property to the 
property now occupied by Mr. G. Frank Smith; and if unable to purchase 
said Beardsley real estate at such reasonable figure, the said committee are 
hereby authorized and directed to take the necessary legal steps to obtain the 
title to said property in behalf of the Town of Milford. 


And said Special Committee are hereby authorized and directed to 
_ draw their orders on the Town Treasurer for an amount sufficient to pay all 
necessary expenditures in connection with the acquiring of the aforesaid 
Train and Beardsley properties; the same to be paid out of the Special School 
Fund, and the Town Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to pay the 
orders so drawn out of said fund. 


Votes: In favor, 73. Opposed, I 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and directed to lay out the 
highway at Woodmont through the property of Hardy L. Merwin and others, 
petitioned for in the call. 


Voted, That the Seleimen be and they are hereby authorized to get 
the best possible terms that can be secured from the Milford Water Company 
for a contract to supply the watering troughs, public school, library, engine 
house, Town Clerk’s Office and report at a future town meeting. 


Voted, To adjourn sine die.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 


EDUCA TION 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING SEPTEMBER 15, 1906. 


SUPERVISING PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 


Gentlemen : 


The following report. of the condition of our schools for the year ending 
June 22, 1906, is hereby presented for your consideration. 


The work has proceeded without interruption and we believe that satis- 
factory progress has been made. 


All of our teachers have manifested their usual faithfulness and fidelity 
to the task of fitting their pupils for the work of the succeeding grades, and 
the number from each room who have proven their qualifications for promo- 
tion has been gratifying. 


It is our custom to give written tests, or examinations, at the close of 
each term upon the work accomplished during the term, a careful record :cf 
whicn is kept, especially in the higher grades and in the High School, and this 
record forms one of the important elements in consideration for promotion. 


I am aware that there are some objections to written examinations, and 
I am sure that all teachers would be glad to be relieved of the work incident 
thereto, but I believe that pupils who have been under a teacher’s instruction 
for aterm, and who are familiar with her method of teaching the various sub- 
jects, should be able to write satisfactory answers to reasonable questions. 


Occasionally promotions are made whichcannot be justified upon the 
theory here presented, but such cases are exceptional, and the reasons therefore 
can be easily explained. 


ATTENDANCE. 


I have nothing new to impart upon this subje@t. The conditions have been nor- 
mal during the year, no unusual amount of sickness or other disturbing cause 
having been experienced. A perusal of the table appended will show how far 
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short of perfect the record has been. I commend this table to the careful pe- 
rusal of parents. With them, largely, rests the remedy. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


I recommend that our course of study for the Grades, and also for this 
High School, be revised in such manner as to bring it up to date, and that the 
same be printed. Our High School course is already in print, but some 
changes, with which you are familiar, have been made since it was drawn up. 
The course for the Grades has never been printed. 


With your approval I shall attend to this work, and have the same 
printed for the assistance of our teachers, and for the information of the public. 


I hope the time is not far distant when wecan add a course in Short- 
hand and Typewriting to our curriculum. This would give us two well de- 
fined courses in the High School, viz. Commercial and Scientific. 


In order torefresh the minds of those who may have forgotten, and | for 
the information of others, I will state that we now have a well-defined course 
of three years in our High School, which compares favorably with other high 
school courses. 


Our pupils are prepared to take two-thirds of the required preliminary 
examinations for entrance to the Sheffield Scientific School, immediately upon 
completing our course. 


RE-ARRANGEMENT OF WORK. 


It may be well to allude to this matter’ now, although present condi- 
tions are not favorable forits accomplishment. 


Our Kigth Grade should be in a separate room, and in charge of a teacher 
who can devote her entire time toit.. The promotions last June made it ap- 
parent that the capacity of the High School Department is not sufficient to ac- 
commodate all the pupils of the Higth Grade. 

The proposed arrangement:would make it possible to ‘reorganize the 
High School and extend the work still further if desired, while it would at 
the same time give the Principal needed time for details of general manage- 
ment, and supervision af class work. 

An extra Primary room should be opened, thus releiving the present 
Kindergarten-Primary Department, aud makingit possible for all pupils to 
enjoy a full day’s session of school. 

In all our departments there are more pupils than can be seated, and 
_relief is greatly needed. | 

The desired changes cannot well be made until our new building be- 
comes a reality, unless it should be deemed advisable tofit up rooms for the 
purpose in one of the buildings on the newly acquired property, for school 
purposes. .

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MUSIC AND DRAWING.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC FUR THE YEAR 1905-6. 


During the past year the new edition of the ‘‘Educational Music Course’’ 
has been introduced in all the grades as far as the eighth, and this fall I ex- 
pect to use the new edition only. 


This meansa better book in every way--more attractive to the pupils, 
more advanced music, and a slight raise of all the grades. 


Beginning withthe Fourth Grade the manuscript copy book work in 
dictation, transposition and study of the keys has been much more complete, 
and has prepared the way for composition, which is to be taken up this fall, as 
well as the lives of some of the noted composers, 


The Woodmont School has come under my supervision the past year 
and is doing good work.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF DRAWING FOR THE YEAR 1905-6. 


The drawing in the Milford and the Woodmont Schools has greatly im- 
proved during the past year. 


A definite plan of work was adopted in September, and through the co- 
operation of the teachers andthe pupils it has been very successful. The pro- 
gress has been steady and systematic. 


In the Primary Grades we began by drawing lines and forms, and then 
applied these lessons to the drawing of objects in nature. The orange was used 
toillustrate the Sphere; the lemon, the ellipse. We also took up the first 
rules of out-of-door sketching. 


In the Intermediate Grades, we supplemented the Primary work with 
pose drawing and pen and ink work. We also learned to group objects, and 


to draw them as we see them in different positions, putting in the light and 
shade. 


The work in the Grammar Grades and High School was still more ad- 
vanced. We practised out-of-town sketching in order to get far and near per- 
spective and fore-shortening. We studied letter composition, decoration, de- 
signing and building plans. 


In June we had an exhibition of the year’s work and a drawing demon-

REPORT OF THE ACTING SCHOOL VISITORS, 
MILFORD, CONN. 


The foregoitrg very full report of our worthy Principal renders it unnec- 
essary to do more than endorse it, and to call attention to some suggestions 
contained therein. 


First. It discloses the congested condition that prevails. Inthe Central | 
School, at the beginning of the fall term. five hundred children (in round 
numbers) were crowded into nine rathe. small rooms, anaverage of fifty-five to 
each room. This overcrowding has for some time attracted the attention and 
caused anxiety to the patrons of the school, and the subject was agitated and 
discussed until a town meeting was called and a committee was appointed with 
instructions to purchase a site for a new school building. Carrying out these 
instructions your committee have bought the land, paying for it with funds 
that had been previously appropriated for the purpose. Since that time your 
committee have been investigating the subject of school buildingsand have vis- 
ited in other towns some that have been recently built to get new ideas and 
alsoinformation regarding cost, etc., so that when required will daubtless be - 
able to furnish plans for a building that willbe sanitary in construction and be 
equipped with the modern improved and approved methods of heating and 
ventilation, and of sufficient size to meet the requirements af the schoo) for 
some time to come, and also to be a model of architeftural beauty of design 
that when completed will be a credit to the town—a building that will attract 
the attention of the large number of strangers that are constantly passing 
through. A town is usually judged (and rightly ee). by the kind of school 
buildings that it maintains. 


All this will of course require a considerable outlay, but it should be re- 
membered thet this heavy expense is nor likely to be necessary again for many 
yearstocome. Neither is it expected or desirable that we .hould pay for it all 
at once, but rather give those that come after us the privilege and the pleasure 
of participating in the good work, and which they will gladly do, as it is for 
their benefit as much as it is for their benefit as much as for our own. 


While decidedly opposed to any extravagance we think it is a work that 
is worth doing well, and if retrenchment and economy is necessary let it be 
along other lines than that of school buildings. 


That a good school is a great inducement to people to settle in a town all 
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will admit. It also adds considerably to the value of the taxable property. 


This matter has been discussed in previous reports, and we leave it for 
such actionas good judgment may dictate. 


The general health of the school has been good the past year, due in a 
measure to the care taken by those in charge in regulating the heat supply and 
in attending to and securing such ventilation os our facilities afford.

I herewith submit the 12th annual report of the ey lor Library, being 
forthe year ending September 1, 1906. 

Since my last report the iibiate has received from the Town the sum of 
$1,250... This sum includes a special appropriation of $250 madeat the last An- 
nual Town Me ting for the purpose of supplying funds to rebind and replace 
hooks which have become worn in use. ~ 


Many of our books have been in the library for several years and we find 
that we are under quite an expense to rebind these books or to replace books 
that have become worn out. I respedtfnlly ask the Town this year to renew 
your special appropriation of $250, the-money to be used in rebinding and pur- 
chasing books, for those that are worn out. 


The Library has received a gift during the year from the estate of the 
late Mrs. Jason Bristol of thesum of $50. It has also received $72.68 of money 
collected by the Librarian for fines, making a total income to the Library of 
$1,372.68. 


The expenses of the Library for the past year were $1,334.43, leaving a 
balance in the hands of the Treasurer of $70.27. 


« During the year there have been issued 104 new cards, making a total 
number of cards issued since the Library has been in operation, 2,420. 


During the past year the Library has received 242 books and 56 pamph- 
lets.

To the President and Incorporators of the Taylor Library. 
»¢ Gentlemen: 


In presenting this my 12th annual report for your consideration it is with 
a feeling that our library work has oe been in vain and we are assured that the 
library is a fixture. 


We have issued 104 new cards during the year, making a total of 2,420 
since the library opened. Fines to the amount of $72.68 have been collected and 
paid. overtothe Treasurer. 248 books and 56 pamphlets have been received 
from the following sources: State, 125 vols.; Government, 73 vols.; Mrs. Mary 
A. Hepburn Smith, 14 vols.; Mrs. Geo. M. evan to vols.; Mrs. Susie Barker, 
12 vols.; Mr. Percival Pollard, 9 vols.; Miss Mary Ll.

HEALTH. OFFICERS .REPORT. 


I respectfully submit the following, as my report for the year ending | 
September 1, 1906. 


The general health has been very good with no marked epidemics. 
Two cases of Measles were reported, in the same family, hoth primary; 
they were both contracted in an adjacent city. 


Six cases of Scarlet Feverowere reported; all ofva’ mild mtype; five cases 
‘ were primary; the source of contagion not known, 


One case of Diphtheria was reported; as this occurred several months be- 
fore my appointment, I know nothing about its origen, severity etc. 


Three cases of Typhoid Fever were reported; in two the source of conta- 
gion was unknown; in the other casesuspicion pointed to the well water, which 
was examined by Prof. Conn of the Conn. Bacteriological Labratory while di- 
rect results were not obtained, the water was found to be suspicious and as a 
safe guard the well was ordered closed. 

Four cases of Tuberculosis were reported; three dyeing therefrom, the 
other dying from other causes; one ofthe cases was that ofa patient brought 
from New York only about ten days before death. 


The efforts made in this town to restri@ Tubercolosis, consists of careful 
sanitary careof the patient and a thourough disinfeCting of the premises after 
death, 


.I have had twenty five complaints of nuisances and have examined the 
same; twenty two have been abated, some without having to serve official no- 
tice; one has been partially abated and is now inthe hands of the County Health 
Officer for further action; one I found to be no cause’ of complaint, and one 
case, while undoubtedly a nuisance, I found that the State Laws gave me no 
power to act. 


There has been no change in the method of the disposal of the garbage. 
No public provision is made for the care of contagious cases. 


I have examined the school buildings and find them clean and sanitary; 
the buildings and closets are in as good a condition as their age, constru¢tion 
and character will permit; we hope in the near future, to havea modern school © 
building with all modern conveniences and appliances. 
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I would recommend that the outer doors of the High School building be 
altered so as to open outward, as in the present condition, a panic from any 
cause, might cause a blockade in the halls, and result in injuries or loss of life. 


Of the other public buildings, such as the Town Hall and churches, I 
made no special examination, but know they are kept clean and sanitary. 


The water supply is two fold, wells and reservoir water; wells on the 
outskirts of the town, the reservoir water is being gradually and generally in- 
troduced, superceeding the wells. 

The Ice supply was meagre; I examined three ponds, the main source of 
supply, and found them removed from chance of contagion. 


I have no personal knowledge of the milk supply. 


The system of drainage and non public sewerage remains as before. 
Altogether the town is in a very clean condition and free foom conditi- 
ons favorable to the developement of disease.

The Association is authorized to receive and care for any funds that may 
be given in trust, either by will or otherwise, by any persons f:om time to time 
for the purpose of providing for the perpetual care and improvement of private 
lots or for the general care and improvement of the Cemetery. 

The Board of Direétors have entire control and management of the affair, 
of the Association. By authority of the Direétors a survey andmap of the 
grounds of the entire Cemetery has been made and filed with the Association. 
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The Trust Funds are placed in the care of the Trustees to invest and re- 


invest the same. They are shat ot to pay over all income derived from said 
investments to the Treasurer of the Association. 


Since the last Annual Report was published the Association has acquir- 
ed. the tital to.a-trace of: land-about.250-feet.in width.and 400 feet.in depth, — 
from which a large number of lots are offered for sale. 

A right of Way 25 feetin width extending from Prospect Street to the 
Cemetery has been secured, on one side of which, a concrete walk has been 
laid. 


Of the grave stones, some 75 or more have been reset and placed in a” 
upright position. 


The reports of the officers submitted and accepted in June last show that 
the receipts from sale of Lots, Rents and Interest, for the year ending June Ist 
amounted to $366.42.. In addition to thisthere was received fromthe town of 
Milford an appropriation of $185.00; also a Bequest of $100.00 from the Estate 
Ellen Maria Prince for care of lot, making the total receipts $651.42.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE. ON CEN- 
TRAL SCHOOL BUILDING. 


At a town meeting held on February 1, 1905, the Town School Com 
mittee and the First Sele¢tman were appointed a Special Committee on New 
Central School Building. The committee herewith submit the following re- 
port of their doings to Sept. 15, 1906. 


At the first meeting of this committee for the organization, Mr,E.L,.Ford 
was elected chairman and Mr- D. E. Smith, secretary. Owing to subsequent 
changes in the Town School Committee, Mr. Smith was replaced by Mr.C. A. 
Tomlinson as secretary. 


The committee held a number of meetings, one of which, April 17,1905, 
was open tothe public, for the consideration of the question of site for the new 
school building, The outcome of these various meetings was the purchase for 
the town of the property opposite the present school building, known as the 
Train and Beardsley places. The former has a frontage of too feet on River 
street and a depth of 5964 feet; the price paid was $4,000. The latter has a 
frontage on the same street of 135 feet and a depth of 457 feet; the price paid 
for this property was $7,750. It is the opinion of the committee, after an ex- 
haustive examination of the subject, that these two properties will furnish a 
site for a new building unsurpassed by any which could be secured for the 
purpose. 

The committee has given the subject of a new building a great deal of 
thought and consideration, and ata meeting held March 26 appointed a sub- 
committee to examine schools in this vicinity and report the best possible plan 
for Milford’s new school building. The sub-committee have practically com- 
pleted their work and will shortly present to the full committee a report em- 
bodying their ideas of a suitable building, based upon their consideration of 
‘the subject, and their observation and examination of other buildings, notably 
those recently constructed in Waterbury.

: The over-crowded condition of our present school facilities makes an im- 
mediate change imperative for the welfare of the five hundred scholars at pres-

ent enrolled. The committee recognize this and are prepared to hasten the 
preliminary work as rapidly as is consistent with the best results, in the hope 
that ground may be broken for the new building during the coming spring,
